terday by Chairman Dies following 
hii return to Washington after a 
long absence, He said the commit- 
tee has evidence that Japanese 
agent#, working through established 
organisations, had promoted racial 
prejudice in the Detroit area pre* 
sumably to interfere with war prose- 
cution and to break down home- 
front morale, 

Mr. pies declared recent testi- 
mony given a subcommittee of his 
unit disclosed that the l^Klux 
®aj>4iad enrolled manyTli^jntjers 
in the Detroit area. He did not' 
indicate, however, whether the com- 
tmttee would inquire further into 
the activities of the Klan, 

Chief First Witness. 

The first witness before the com- 
mittee, Mr. Dies said, probably 
be Dillon S, Myer, director of thb 
War Helocation Authority it^hich iiaiis 
supervision over the 10 camps 
Which the Japanese evacuated frOm-^ 
the West Coast after the attack 
Pearl Harbor were relocated. LateiP^ 
he declared, the committee may calh 
the t hree American -born Japanesel 
w^orking on the farm of Secretary j 
of Interior Ickes near Olney Md i 
and some of the 25 Japanese em-l 
ployed in the Washington headouaf^*^ 
ters of the WRA. 

Meanwhile, Hepresentative 
licroy Johnson, Republican, of Cam 
lorrni apounced he would see^fe 
early action on his resolution pro^ 
vtding for deportation at the cloM 
of the war of all Japanese alieni 
in the United States as well a^ r 
those who are citizens and havfi 
been disloyal to the country. ^ 
Mn Johnson^s resolution, lnti^‘ 
duced a few days ago, Is pending ist-' 
the House Foreign Affairs Commit-' 
tee.
